ly. 


DEPUTT WARDEN John T urn­ 
e r said last night's disturbance 
apparently was not connected with 
a riot a t the P oint ol the M oun­ 
tain Prison last Feb. 7 or a riot 
a t M ontana State Prison a t D eer 
Lodge. Mont., ea rlier this week. 
He adm itted th a t "four o r five" 
ol the convicts who w ere respon­ 
sible for last night's brief dis­ 
turbance also w ere ringleaders of 
the F ebruary riot. 
" It w ai strictly a ipontuneou, 


disturbance," T urner said. He em ­ 
phasized that "only a handlul" of 
the institution’s 551 inm ates p a r­ 
ticipated in the riot and th a t "m ost 
of th e convicts w ere against it. 
They w ere p articularly opposed to 
holding the w om en as hostages." 


SIX TEEN 
PRISONERS 
had 
been placed under guard as defi­ 
nite participants in the riot. No 
prison property w as dam aged, and 
the rioters w ere confined to the 
auditorium . 
H ostages taken w ere 15 women 
and one m an who w ere m em bers 
of the "K itchen R hvthm elles." a 
band from P rice. U tah, and the 
three prison officials. 
L ast F ebruary, m ost of the p ris­ 
on's inm ate population sm ashed 
windows, burned 
equipm ent 
and 
grabbed 18 hostages to publicize 
dem ands for prison reform s. In­ 
m ate dem ands included establish, 
m ent of a new board of co rrec­ 
tions, trials before being sent to 
solitary confinem ent, and creation 
of a m erit system perm itting tim e 
off for good behavior.

Refrigerators 
To Have Safety 
Devices on Inside 


WASHINGTON (W — The govern­ 
m ent has issued new regulations . 
requiring 
th a t 
refrig erato rs 
be6 Coldwell, B anker and Com pany, 
equipped w ith safety devices to 
prevent children from being tra p ­ 
ped in them and suffocating. 
The regulations, announced F ri­ 
day by the Com m erce D epartm ent, 
will apply to all refrigerators ship­ 
ped in in terstate com m erce after 
Oct. 20, 19.58. They require th at all 
refrigerato r doors m ust be able 
to open from th e inside. 
The departm ent cautioned, how­ 
ever, that its orders will not auto­ 
m atically solve the 
problem 
of 
children getting trapped in aban­ 
doned refrig erato rs 
It said this 
still m ust "rem ain the concern of 
state and local laws sn d reg u la­ 
tions." 
Congress launched an Investiga­ 
tion into the subject last year in 
the w ake of nationw ide alarm over 
the num ber of children who died 
while trapped in old refrig erato rs 
It 
subsequently 
ordered 
t h e 
C om m erce D epartm ent to draw up 
directives requiring the 'u s e 
of 
safety devices on th j inside of re­ 
frigerato r doos.

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HOUSE OF TOMORROW — 
AND YESTERDAY 
One could hardly find a greater con­ 
trast in American hom es than between 
the House of Tomorrow in Palm Spring» 
and the Vanderbilt mansion In Ashe­ 
ville. North Carolina, which I visited 
yesterday. They typify the great change 
In luxurious living that has occurred 
from the turn of the century to the preg­ 
ón t day. 
The king sized mansion of 1900 with 
its French peaked roof, dormer window* 
and lofty chim neys has given way to 
the streamlined versions of modern liv­ 
ing like we find in the House of Tomor­ 
row. These two homes represent in a 
very dramatic way changes in the mode 
of living during the last half century 
and.the difficulty during these day* of 
acquiring a fortune that would make a 
home the size of Blltmore House pos­ 
sible or practical. Even though It were 
possible to acquire a fortune the size 
of George W. Vanderbilt’s In these days 
of high taxes few would want to livp in 
such a huge mansion. 
Fiva Year* to Build 
Known now as Vanderbilt House, and 
open to the public since 1930, the mas­ 
sive home of hand-tooled Indiana lim e­ 
. stone was begun in 1890 and completed 
after five years of Intensive construc- 
'tion. A special railroad track to the site 
was constructed and hundreds of skill­ 
ed artisans along with hundred* of lab­ 
orer* from the nearby North Carolina 
hills made up the construction crew. 
The house Is 780 feet wide and 130 feet 
deep and three stories high In most sec­ 
tions. It Is situated on 12,000 acres of 
beautifully landscaped grounds border* 
,ed by the famed French Broad River. 


Oliver B. Jaynes 
There are 17 m iles of paved roads 
within the estate which also comprises 
the Blltmore Dairy Farms with 1,200 
thoroughbred Jerseys. 
The spacious rooms are filled with 
furniture, object* of art, Japestrie*. and 
statues that date back to 1.315. The li­ 
brary with a spiral staircase leading to 
a gallery contains 20,000 volumes. One 
of the most Interesting rooms In the 
well preserved mansion Is the Banquet 
Hall 72 feet long by 42 feet wide and 
with a 72 foot high celling. The room is 
equipped with a huge organ and deco­ 
rated with flag* of the original colonial 
states. The long table would seat about 
65 or 70 people. 
While the home Is surrounded by 35 
acres of lovely formal gardens its In­ 
teriors are dark and depressing. Massive 
furniture snd dust collecting tapestries 
bear down on you from all sides. Only 
one room Is cheerful, a remarkably 
small bedroom in comparison with the 
rest of the house. 
The 
convenience, 
sim plicity 
and 
cheerfulness of our typical Palm Springs 
homes when one visits not only a man­ 
sion like Blltmore House but also most 
of the older homes in which so many 
people still live in this section of the 
country one cannot help but admire the 
enormous and stately beauty of the 
South's famous old hom es but I for one 
would certainly not have any desire to 
live In them. 
We picked the hottest day of the year 
In Asheville (91 degrees) to visit the 
Vanderbilt estate. But it wasn't too hot 
for a king sized bandit (250 pounds) who 
robbed a bank today ($42,837) and 
made a clean getaway In this Land of 
the Sky, one of the nation's most famous 
summer resort areas.

Recent Soviet Shake-up 


MOSCOW, U S ti R 'Delayed) 
— In our recent column "Th* 
Cracks in the Kremlin," written 
before the Soviet ahake-up ousting 
Molotov, Malenkov, Kaganovich, 
we reported 
the split between 
thei>* pro-Stalinuf and llw anti­ 
Stalinists headed by Party Boss 
Nikita Khrushchev. 
Also In this column w* re­ 
peated our longstanding conclu­ 
sion that the Russian army and 
Marshal Ueorgi Zhukov will con­ 
tinue lo increase their power and 
influence, no matter what. This 
la exactly what has happened 
. 
and the *nd of this army ascend­ 
ancy is not yet in sight. 
Marshal Zhukov is the Soviet 
Union's greatest military hero 
and commands the greatest ap­ 
plause whenever I - appears with 
other Soviet leaders in public. I 
saw him cheered lor a hall hour 
in Red square the other day. 
IT IS OUR OPINION that ihll 
Kremlin shake-up means a soft­ 
er. more compromising attitude, 
but no startling changes ol policy 
toward the United States We be­ 
lieve the ousting ol the pro- 
Hlalinists is favorable to ih* 
West. It is a change in Soviet 
tactics with greater concentra­ 
tion in internal affairs 
We see less rigidity toward the 
U. S. proposals on disarmament 
'. . . less pressure on the satellites. 
W* also sec a kind ol victory 
for Red China's Mao Tse-tung 
and Yugoslavia s Tito, whom I 
will see this week in Belgrade. 
Both ot them have been urging 
a more "liberar- kind of Com­ 
munism as opposed to the hard 
pro-Stalinist line. 
THE OUSTER 01 Molotov. 
Malenkov and Kaganov i h Is an 
admission that the old line Com-

munist policy had to giv* bafor* 
enormous pressure from within 
and without th* Soviet Union In 
thlt showdown we had unques­ 
tionable confirmation of the pow­ 
er of Marshal Zhukov and th* 
(act that without th* support of 
the Russian army no political 
leader can exist. 
It Is apparent that Zhukov's 
support of anti-Stallnlst Khrush­ 
chev. as we had repeatedly re­ 
ported. stems from bis hatred of 
the Stalinists who executed thous­ 
ands of Russian army officers 
in the Stalin-Y’ishinaky purges of 
1930-1937, 


BOTH ZHUKOV AND Khrush­ 
chev have emerged slowly but 
methodically from th* seclusion 
in which they had been kept by 
Stalin They both despised Stalin I 
one-man rule. Both of t h e m 
blamed Jewish Influence in the 
central committee for Stalin's 
purging of prominent leaders. 
They had blamed Kaganovich, 
Stalin's brother-in-law < th* only 
Hebrew on th* central commit­ 
tee), and Molotov, because of 
his Jewish wife Pauline's influ­ 
ence against army dominance. 
The pro-Stallnlsta r e m o v e d 
from office and party power In 
this purge opposed the decisions 
advanced by Khrushchev and I he 
anti-Staliniata and adopted by 
the 10th congress. They opposed 
the downgrading of Stalin's per­ 
sonality cult. They wanted more 
Stalin monuments, not removing 
some In existence. 


THEY OPPOSED the "Lenin­ 
ist policy of co-existence between 
states with different political 
systems " They opposed the anli- 
Stalinisls' reduction of centralised 


bureaucratic controls and the re­ 
organisation of Industry and ag­ 
riculture on a localised level a­ 
mong Ih* 1* Soviet Republic* 
Stalin has now been replaced by 
the "cult-of personality" of Khr­ 
ushchev, for he had been culti­ 
vating it to a far greater extent* 
than any of his anti-Slalinist co­ 
conspirators. Ha has ordered his 
portrait in every book and corner 
in Russia. Even on the Volga 
boat 1 counted fourteen Khruseh- 
chev portraits and only two of 
Lenin. 


AS FOR REDUCING w o r l d 
tensions, Khrushchev had made 
only several weak efforts in his 
viait* to Yugoslavia. England. 
India and the Far. East. It ap­ 
pears that he went to reduce 
Stalin more than anything else 
and build up Khrushchev. He in­ 
creased Soviet armaments and 
ao far has refused honest atomic 
inspection He pushed Russia in­ 
to the explosive Middle East and 
murdered innocent Hungarian pa­ 
triots. 
On the domestic front he did 
put through increased reliance or. 
local authority in the Republic*. 
He did produce more consumer 
goods H* raised wages, but he 
also repudiated payment on Sov­ 
iet bonds 
At this writing from Moscow 
there is nothing lo indicate that 
the passing of Stalinism is going 
to bring world peace, although 
we believe things will improve. 
However, there is on* strong fav­ 
orable change and that is lhat 
the Russian army is likely to 
sober up any Communist Impul­ 
se* to drag th* country on mili­ 
tary adventures anywhere in th* 
world.

MEXICO CITY - A tourist 
from north of the border scarcely 
lels his Raps down in Mexico un­ 
til some proud cil|en is urging 
him to visit the University of Mex­ 
ico. 
Now there are travelers so aller­ 
gic to another cathedral or uni­ 
versity that the very thought 
brings on an advance case of ach­ 
ing arches. But my advico to tha 
tourist invited to inspect the Uni­ 
versity of Mexico' is to run, not 
walk, to the fastest means of 
transportation to this extraordi- 
dinary institution on the outskirts 
of the city. 
Paradoxically, this university. 
Hie oldest on the continent, boasts 
a new physical plant that is a 
stunning tour tie force of modern 
architecture, fine art and educa­ 
tion Mexico's Jose College gets 
his higher education in a univer­ 
sity like none other in the world— 
a sweeping panorama of lawns, 
glass, colonnades, splendid mo­ 
saics snd murals and color, color, 
color everywhere 
Founded by royal charier more 
than 400 years ago, the university 
was housed in a conglomeration 
of buildings 'the School of Medi­ 
cine carried on in the old head­ 
quarters of the Holy Inquisition) 
until Mexico in 1050 began a new 
home for the university on an an­ 
cient lava lied. Two years later, 
it was open for business In a 
group of buildings and on a 
campus (hat can only be de­ 
scribed as magnificent 
The university is still building, 
but it already houses 16 profes­ 
sional schools and 20 institutions 
of research in the most modern 
of classrooms and laboratories, 
not to mention a "fútbol" stadium 
that seats 100,000 aficionados with 
auto parking space to match! 
The whole of Mexico joined to 
create an unrivaled campus, with 
the nation's foremost architect*, 
artists and engineers giving their 
services without pay. Even the 
contractors returned 10 per cent 
of their take. 
To date, the great concourse of 
buildings with their superb artis­ 
tic embellishments, has cost only 
*30.000.000. 1 doubt If it could be 
duplicated back home for many 
times that sum. 
The central library alone is 


worth a trip to the campus. All 
four sides of this building are em­ 
blazoned with native stone mosaic 
murals. The facade, a dazzling tri­ 
umph of art and color, depicts 
the heavens as charted by Ptole­ 
my and Copernicus. 
Students attend classes in thea- 
ire-lype classroom and lectures 
in auditoriums equipped for simul­ 
taneous translation. They study in 
37 branch libraries conveniently 
located about the campus, and 
lunch in 17 cafeterias Into which 
classic and semi-classic music is 
piped. No rock 'n' roll. 
On an 1,800 acre campus dess 
than half has been developed to 
date), there are In addition to 
the university buildings and the 
stadium, two baseball diamonds, 
a dozen handball courts, 14 foot­ 
ball fields, and a swimming pool 
more than two blocks long lhat 
includes an Olympic course. The 
campus also Includes 4.500 teach­ 
ers, or one to every 8'* students 
—a ration unmatched in the Ivy 
League. 
And what Is the cost of this to 
Mexican students? Well, amigos, 
hold your sombreros! The tuition, 
according lo (lie school In which 
the student is enrolled, varies 
from SI4 to $16 per annum. The 
university's own endowment funds 
and the government take up the 
financial slack. 
The foreign student pays ap­ 
proximately 10 to II times as 
much tuition as the Mexican stu­ 
dent; it varies from $150 to $180 
per year. This is at least a par­ 
tial explanation for the 2,000 
American students enrolled in the 
university. 
Mexico looks lo her great uni­ 
versity, in which about 36,000 stu­ 
dents are now enrolled, to supply 
her with the substantial middle- 
class she needs so badly to meet 
the problems of the 20th cenutry,
